The documentary evidence on 
which he bases his premise that Germany is 
playing a waiting game and will rise again to 
betray the Western world, consists of an as- 
sortment of newspaper articles, secret cir- 
culars from a Nazi group in Spain, German 
propaganda from the war years, and quota- 
tions, some of which taken out of context, 
might be used either for or against his argu- 
ment.
